BTATE SOVEREIGNTY.

Wihen Secretary Lansing wired the
attorncy general of Arizonan asking
him to extend the reprieve of several
Mexicans condemned to death, “in
view of the political situation In Mex-
fco,” he was bluntly informed that
“The United States has no right to
Intercte.”

That was qnllo true, though not
precisely to the point. The federal
government had not demanded a re-
prieve, but asked it as & favor, In or-
der to fucilitate certalu' delicate dip-
lomatie negotiations. And regardless
of the merits of this particular case,
the fact that the Arizona officiala
could with ifmpunity flout the United
States government Is something in
which few citlzens outside the locality
directly Interested will take any pride
or satisfactign.

It is-the same trouble that was ex-
perienced in California over the Jap-
anese land leglslation. It is the same
trouble thatwccurred in Lowisiana a
few years ago when the Itallan gov-
ernment, angered by the fallure a:
Washington to obtain satisfaction for
the killing of Itallan subjects, broke
off diplomatic relations with this
country.

Our federal government is supreme
In theary. It has a monopoly of the
power to make foreign treaties, but
apparently lacks power to enforce
them when they clash with state
rights, The awkward situation is a
horitaq& of the mutual jealousy of the
thlrtum orl;inal Btates.

"The civil war was thought to lm\re
disposed of the old Btate rights doce-
trine. And yet today States can, and
do assume the prerogatives of sov-
ereign governments in crises that en-
danger the welfare of the nation.
Though powerless to make
they may Dbreak them. Though un-
ablo to declare war, they may by
thelr independent action, bring on
‘WAT.

It is an unpleasant and dangerous
situation for a nation which prides
itself on kecping its word, and which
has lately had much to say in con-

demnation of treaty-breskers.
